WASBlvOTOif^ Dm. l.--Th« public 
debt statevaeiit Jnst iMaed shows the 

net increase of the pablio debt, less 
cash in the treasury daring the month 
of November, to have been |0,716,4U8. 
The interest -bearing debt inoreased 
1180; the debt on which InterMt has 
oeaaed since maturity decreased $8ft,- 
190, and the debt beiuitig bq interest 
decreased $84ii,lU6. 

"T)>ere was a decreasa in the cash 
balance iu the treasury daring the 
month of |7,U»4,671. The interest-bear- 
ing debt is |58S,089,22U, and the debt 
bearing no interest $374,589,716, s total 
debt of 9061.568,810. The certificate 
Mid treasury notes offset by an equal 
•mount of caflh in the treasury amount 
to t599,22U,8U2, an increase during the 
month of $11,619,441. 

The net gold reserve in $S2.i»r>0.049 
and'the net cash balance $t-J,'J4U,5u;, a 
total available balance of $95,199,616, a 
decrease since the Ist of November of 
$7,094.6; 4. The total cash in the treaa- 
nry is f784,820.4a5. 

The receipts of the government for 
the month of November were $23,079,- 
401, and the .ezpendltnres 181,302,020. 
The receipts for the first fire months of 
the fiscal year — July, August, Septem- 
ber, October and November amount to 
$129,408,417, and the expenditures ^•m,- 
821,618, a deficit for tins fiscal yeiir to 
date of ?2(t.!»ls.i)!Ml. For the first five 
months of last year the receipts were 
$161,lb4,U76, and the expenditures $15(S, 
900,766. 

The expenditures on account of pen- 
sions (luiinK the present fisral ywir 
amonnt to ?>59, 481,572, as against $•).">,- 
481, 195 for the same time last year. T1j« 

, customs receipts this fiscal year havit 
fallen off 128,689,880 and the internal 
revenue receipts $7,666,678, as compared 
with last year. The expenditures un- 
der the head of "war" this year have 
been $6,162,188, and under the head of 
"navy" $1,918,289, greater than for first 
five months of last year. 

The total amount of national bank 
cinulation outstanding; Nov. SO was 
$208,b50.7t8, an increase in circulation 
since Nov. 80, 1892, of $;i'i,889,900, and 

' a decrease since Oct. 81,1898. of $868,- 
878. The amount of national bank cir- 
culation ootatanding against bonda de- 
posited therefor, Nor. 10 wfti 1187,600, - 
609. 

The receipts from customs at the 
port of New York for the month of 
November were $6,812,807, as compared 
with receipts of $9,961,885 daring No- 
vember, 1892, and $7.5^7,886 during Oc- 
tober, 1898. The amount paid in gold 
coin was 81 iwr cent of the to- 
tal, while during (Jctober 87.6 per 
cent was paid in gold coin. The 
payments in silver certificates show a 
large increase this month over last, be- 
ing 45.8 per cent this month and 81.:! 
per cent last month.

Wabhinoton, Dec. S.— At It o'clock 

Thursday night a big railroad deal was 
consummated, in which the Richmond 
and Daville Railru.-td company acquired 
poBseesion of several lines of railroads 
oitherto operated bv other companies. 
Wednesday an ordef was issued by 
Samuel Spencer, F. W. Huldokper and 
Reulwn Fo«ter, receivers of the Char- 
lotte, Columbia and Augusta Railroad 
company, turning over to themselves 
as trustees of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad company, all the prop- 
erty of the Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta Railroad company, including 
the property of the Cheraw and Ches- 
ter Railroad company and the Cheater 
and Lenoir Narrow Gaof* Balltoad 
companv. 

President Andrews, of the Chr.rlotte. 
Columbia and Augusta Railroad com- 
pany, is assuming control of the Che- 
raw and Chester com^Miny and tho Nar- 
row (lan^'e line, appomted L. T. Nich- 
ols superintendent, with offices at Ches- 
ter, 8. C, and ordered all remittances 
to J. C. B. Hmith, treasurer, at Colum- 
bia, S. C. This action was taken in 
compliance with the orders of the 
United States circuit cimrt for thoeast- 
ern district of Virginia, the district of 
South CHriiliiiii anri the western district 
of North Carolina in caseH jxMiding of 
the Central Trust company of New 
York against the various railroads 
The following ofKcers are named in a 
general order and will hereafter coti- 
duct tho bu.sin|8s of the Charlott-', Au 
gusta and Columbia road: H. L. Bon l.

8AT DLLI SPE AK» 

What Has to Sajr Aboat the crathnlir 
Sehools. 

Washington, Dec. 2.— Mgr. ;iatolli, 
apostolic delegati! to the United States, 
declared himself on the subject of Cath- 
olic Hchuols at a reception given him by 
the faculty and stUilents of (jron..a.,.. 
college in the hall of Notre Dame, iin 
delegate was attended by the secretaries 
of the legation Mgr. Hharretti anti Ur. 
Papi. Several aildresses were made, to 
wliu li Mgr. Sntoili responded at lengtli. 
His remarks were a eulogy on Catholic 
schools. 

After a reference to the duty of CaMi- 
olics to observe Thank.sgiving day mid 
to pray for the prosiierity of tlie repub- 
lic. Mgr. Satoili ^;tlll: 

"We may l>e sure of this, that all the 
people of any church know the value of 
the Catholic school : they are interested 
in it; they honor it; they vyish it to con- 
tinue and progre.ss; they have learned 
by experience that cit'zens educated in 
those schools do not fall short in knowl- 
edge and in love of the American con- 
stitution; that they do not lag behind 
the most progressive; endowed with 
character, they are just, active, charit- 
able and generous unto sacrifice. Such 
then IS the inagiiilicent spectacle pre- 
sented to America by tne Catholic 
schools, not unlike the rpectacle given 
by the first Cliristians to tho wh( le 
world in the early centuries of the 
drarch."

Belna Scat Away to Kvsdo tho Propoied 
laovoaaod Tax. 

W.vsHixaTON. Dec. 2. Treasury de- 
partment figures show that in the aii- 

ticiputiou of po sihle increa.se m the in- 
ternal revenue tax on distilhci spirits, 
considerable (iiiuntitic.-< of wliisky ure 
bein:,' nikcn nut of bonded wureliouHes 
and exjiorted, and large (luanlities (if 
newly diHtilleil whisky are also liein^ 
placed III lioMiiecl warehi iiiscH, tn he re- 
ilet iiii il hereafter at the prrsciit rate of 
ta.x of IK) cents a ;;all(iii. 

The whishv lieini; taken out of bond 
is tlmt v. hich has Ix'tni in tho wiirehouse 
for nearly three years, at the expira- 
tion of which tinu' the tax has to be 
paid. If e.^iior'ed. even thoiigii it 
should I'e sent no fiirtlier than Ber- 
muda it can he imported iit the pleasure 
of the holder aX any time on payment 
of a corresponding duty to the tax at 
the time of its dapurtoN, aaaaly 60 
cents per gallon.

Lkjonier, Ind., Dec. 2, —Thursday 
night Jonas Decker, a prominent mer- 
chant and well known citizen, 8tarte<l 
t(^ call a physician for a sick neighbor.

Findings 1b tha Irou Hall Com. 

Indianapolis, Dec. a.— The attorney 
in the case of Albert H. Baker et al. 
against the Or^r of the Iron Hull filed 
th^r Biknial -flndinge of facts, which 
had been prepared py each side at the 
request of the attomejre for the de- 
fendants in superior c ourt No. 1 yes- 
terday. D. W. Howe, for the defeud- 
anta, filed a special finding, which ooi^ 
liated mainly of the atatemeifts of facts 
agreed to before the triaL Tbe attor- 
neya for plaintiff filed a voluminous 
finding of facts, coreriog 80 elottlw- 
written pages. The judge will soon 
render his decision.

INTERNAUEYENUE. 

How It Will B« AffMtod By the 

New Tariff Bill. 



VSRT IMPOBTANT QUI8TI0N 



Tho Ways mmd Meaaa Ooassainoo Have o

Washimiton, Dec. 2.— The BMetlng 

of the ways and means committee yes- 
terday was brief. The estimates to be 
submitted showing the probable differ- 
ence in revenue that would result from 
tbe new bill were not yet oomnlete, and 
tbe committea adjourned nntU Monday 
to give Clerk Talbott and hia aiaiat- 
ants further time. 

The labor of estimating the revenue 
that would l)e derived under the new 
tariff bill is very great, but it has pro- 
greased far^ enough to warrant the 
Btatamant that on the basil of the im- 
porta of 1892 the loaa of revonoa xeanlt- 
ing from the enaotmenkpf the new bill 
and the repeal of the*IcKinley law 
would be about S»50,00(t,0(>0 per annum. 
(Jf course this estimate is on the suppo- 
sition that the imports under the new 
bill would be no greater than under the 
present law. a HUppoeitiou which the 
Democrats by no means concede. 

It is the contention of Chairman Wil- 
son and his Democratic associates that 
imiHirtations will be so stimulated 
uu<ler the nc'.v bill that the loss of reve- 
nue, despite the radical reduction of 
duties, wdl not l)e over !j:i."),noo. (><)(». 
This deHcit it is now proposed to make 
up liy ;i tax on the inctiiues of corpora- 
tions, a ta.\ on successions an<l playing 
cards ami by incre;ising tlie tax on 
cigarettes and perhaps whisky. 

Mr. Tarsnev of the ways and means 
committee slill clings to the belief that 
the deficit can not be supplied witlumt 
extending the income tax to individu 
als. "I don't think it can be done. ' 
said ht>. "without making the tax on 
net earnings of corp<irations excessive. 
Such a ta.v of 2 per cent would secure 
to the government not more than $2'i, 
0(J(),()00. whereas tho deficiency would 
be nearly 5iU',0U0,(HM>. I can't 'see how 
tobacco can stand any greater tax. 

"If the rate on whisky is advanced 
1(1 cents per gallon, from that soune 
there will be about §it.»)OO,()00 more, 
whicli is still short of the amount re- 
quired. 

"( )ne source of increased revenue 
that has to bo developed is the stimula- 
tion of imjiortatioiis thii" \\ill result 
from the lifting of our pruhi hitive tar- 
iff. Doubtless this will greatly increase 
out revenues, but I hardly think we 
could get along without help from the 
personal income tax. 

"If incomes of over $5,000 were ta.xed 
at the rate of 5 per cent it would put 
into the treasury over 87,000,000, and 
that would give us sufficient revenue. 
The coinage of the seigniorage, as I have 
heard suggested, would not help the 
matter, so we are providing for a 
permanent support of the government. ' 

Tiie Democratic members of the com- 
mittee on ways and means at their next 
meeting will further consider the in- 
come tax and internal revenue schedule. 
There are still many rumors afloat re- 
garding tiie inieniioUMOi the committee 
in relation to the whisky tax. but the 
e.xjires.sions of members of the com- 
mittee give no reason for believing that 
the increase will exceed 10 cents per 
gallon, and some members think it 
doiibit'ul whether there will bejmy in- 
crease at .-ill or not. 

The subcommittee is debating the ad 
visability "of making any increase iu 
the whisky tax applicable to all whisky 
in hanil at the time tbe new tariff la\v 
goes into effect. 

Senator Dolph of Oregon announces 
that when the new revenue bill come^ 
up for c<jn8idertttion he will present an 
historical addtess for the purpose of 
proving that the United States never 
liad any prosperity except when there 
was a protective' tariff and that from 
colonial days free trade haar; meant de- 
baaed labor. ' ' 

Repreaeutaflre Holman said: "There 
are practicaUy ihirae modes by which 
the deficit could be made up. By issu- 
ing lionds and thtis increasing the pub- 
lic debt by an income tax, which would 
realize from S.'>0,000.000 to*;r),000,U(>o, 
or by a reduction of expenditnrea. In 
regard to the bond issue I do not be^ 
lieve any political party would survive 
a material enlargement of tbe public 
debt in time of peace. I hope that that 
will not be attempted at this time, for 
1 am confident tUit the great masses of 
our people believe that the embarrass- 
menta of our treasury is attributed, 
not to inaulficient revenues, but an iu- 
defeniMila and laviah expeuditnre ef 
pnblie money. 

"If the exyienditures of our govern- 
ment are kept ui> t ) thei r Pgeyent rate I 
think the increuxed reTMMHBBnirecl 
should be provided by a^^BHe tax. 
It is a just and equitable method of 
raising revenue. If the present Demo- 
cratic congress, which is now wholly 
responsible for the expenditures of the 
government, would go earnestly to 
work it would find no difBculty in re- 
ducing the expenditures of the govern- 
ment, so that the present rate of inter- 
nal revenue and proposed reduction of 
tariff taxation .would furnish ample 
means to support the government and 
meet the requirements of the sinking 
fond. 

"We can not with honor abandon the 
sinking fnnd. It was not intended as a 
guarantee to the holders of pqblio ae- 
curitiea, but' a solemn eugagtment of 
coiigresa to the people that tne public 
debt ahould not be permanent, but 
abonld be extinguished on the reaaon- 
able baais provided by the act of 1862. 
under which the debt would be paid off 
witt^fat a reaaona h la.pariod oCjttma. Bs* 



emptlon from debt is one of the guaran- 
tees of frugal government ami frugal 
government is the only guarantee we 
have of the perpetuatiOD oC our tree in- 
stitutions."

Brother at Tenth street and Columbia 
avenue was burnecl to the ground last 
nlsrht. Loss $2','.'). 000. and insurance at 
ll.Vl.CKX). Three firemen were injured 
while at work on the fire. They were: 
William Hetrick, engineer (.'omnany 
No. 6, struck on the head by a falling 
brick; Peter Rittenhouse. Engine Com- 
pany No. i,"), a leg broken by falling 
from a la<lder. and Henry Peters, En- 
gine Company No. 28. overcome by 
smoke while on the roof. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 
James S. ( (xdiran stated that it started 
in the southeastern portion of the 
building, which he had leased to John 
Stewart. The Ixiiler room is near this 
IK)int, but Mr. Cochran did not think 
that the fire had started in the factory. 

The factory was a .5-story structure 
and occupietl the greater portion of a 
sqtiare. The fire was a stubborn one, 
and the firenien fought it bravely. It 
luetovj oiiiiijnt fou7 houin, uct at mid- 
night it was under control. Mr. Coch- 
ran stated that in view of the very poor 
business outlook he would not rebuild. 
The factory gave employment to about 

i25 operatives. 

PEIXOT O STILL LIVES. 

Do M ol l o, HowoTor, aolls Awajr After m 

flot Fight. 

London, Dec. 2. -A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegra]ih company, says 
that there is no truth in the n port that 
President Peixoto of Brazil has been 
assassinated. The dispatch adds thai 
President Peixoto was engaged iu re 
[)airing dangerous breaches made iu 
the forts and in the worka thrown up 
ashore. 

The K.xchange Telegraph company's 
dispatci, confirms the report that Ad- 
miral de .Mello has left Kio de Janeiro 
with a portion of his fleet in order to 
intercept the vessels which President 
Peixoto expects to reinforce him. It is 
added, however, that there was some 
desjyerate fighting between the rebel 
ihips and the forts at the entrance ol 
the harbor which still remain loyal to 
the government. The fire of the forts, 
chief of which is Fort Santa Cruz, was 
ho well ilirecte^l that the reliel ships had 
uinch ditficulty in crossing the bar, and 
only di<l so after Admiral de Mello's 
fiagship had been severely damaifed.

— Renl)en 
Peden. a prominent citizen of this place, 
and widely known throughout the state 
as a Mason, was instantly killed by ;i 
fast train on the I'anhaiKih yesterday as 
hewascroflsing the track.

(irand Commandry of Knights Teiii- 
jilars from is.s? to 188S. Hewasa::2
